fewer teachers are us- 
ing patterns their classrooms, too 
many still think that art.is culti- 
vate observation glorify bulletin 
boards and that children’s pictures 
should visually correct. Too few 
look upon art index develop- 
ment natural means express- 
ing personal experiences, interests 
and conflicts. Nor child 
become artist any more than 
expect him becomé author 
because learning read and 
write. this point are not even 
interested making better con- 
sumers. Primary art for 
just children happily expressing their 
ideas with fun for them and rev- 
elation you, you study their 
results.

For best results, must 
done efficiently. might add, 
sparingly. 

Efficient complaining depends 
almost perfect timing. should 
done when circumstances seem most 
opportune, although considerable 
thought and planning may have 
gone ahead the actual complaint. 
For example, while the school budget 
being prepared, complaining with 
strong constructive slant may 
accepted valuable suggestion. 
After the budget has been adopted, 
complaints can only waste energy 
that might put better use. 

Complaining must well di- 
something definite about the teach- 
problem? Collecting the facts 
and presenting them proper form 
for his consideration has far more 
chance winning results than com- 
plaining endlessly co-workers, 
the family, others who may 
sympathize but cannot take action. 

Avoid wasting your own effort 
and other people’s time com- 
plaining about conditions “in gen- 
Gather and analyze all avail- 
able information bearing your 
major problem, the one you are 
most likely able solve now.

Complain, But Efficiently

Few persons can concentrate sev- 
eral matters time: trying 
will only earn teacher the repu- 
tation being chronic complainer 
and that reputation stands the 
way future accomplishment. Oc- 
casionally, searching for the 
truth about some problem, the 
teacher may discover steps already 
under way toward correcting it. 
She can then join forces with those 
attempting remedy the situation, 
turning complaints into forceful 
co-operation. 

only about things which 
can and should changed. Has any 
teacher ever found method for cur- 
ing situations arising from parent’s 
natural prejudice his own child’s 
favor? will complaining ever 
make available all the funds that 
could used advantage school 
supplies and equipment? Improve- 
ments here come through intelligent 
complaining, backed facts. 
Pointless complaints against big 
problems will lead nowhere. Break 
such matters into smaller parts, 
and tackle them piece piece with 
the efficient type complaining 
that centers attention practical 
and possible achievement. 

Remember that complaining with- 
out definite purpose ideal past- 
time. Once goes beyond the 
bounds discussion, uses time 
and thought needed for correction 
conditions close hand. One

Though they have much com- 
mon finished pieces work,

First, consider 
The painter uses color, lines, light 
and dark, found paints and 
paper, clay, wood, any 
other substance which occupies 
space. The composer music uses 
sounds, tones, produced vari- 
ous musical instruments the 
human voice. Though the material 
differs the composer either art 
succeeds when makes arrange- 
ments which have order with va- 
riety; balance and harmony; striking 
contrasts and repetitions; and when 
the composition complete unit. 
The painter appeals the eye, the 
musical composer appeals the ear, 


and both organize their material 
make the most unusual and striking 
effect possible. 

methods teaching these two 
subjects the elementary and 
most secondary schools, the art 
teacher and her pupils deal with 
composition entirely. The children 
are revealing their conception the 
world about them, organizing their 
thoughts well their materials, 
the best their ability, and gain- 
ing skill through doing. 

There are several reasons why 
music not taught the same way. 
Music frozen art, lost, unless 
reproduced again and again. 
Music must recorded symbols 
order that may enjoyed 
when again transformed into 
learned and skill reading them 
must developed through prac- 
tice. this, the subject, music, 
much like that reading where the 
vocabulary learned order get 
meaning from the printed page. 

many elementary schools the 
teachers encourage the children 
compose with sound, but this 
usually only small part their 
study music. 


the child’s efforts compose 
piece music recorded, and later 
played back for him, can evaluate 
his work and make progress when 
tries again and again. But the 
teacher has method recording 
the sounds much more difficult 
make see any progress. 

painting and drawing, modeling 
carving, the result remains visible 
and can taken in, its entirety 
one glance, can studied 
detail. The children see and enjoy 
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the results and are encouraged 
with their work. 

There effort the part 
the teacher make professional 
commercial artists the children. 
She seeks only that they have the 
experience signifying their opin- 
ions and sensations, gaining as- 
surance through their ability. They 
are becoming desirable citizens and 
are helping make the world more 
pleasing the eye.

The teacher then suggested that 
the pupils take their crayons and 
sheets paper, 12x18, and put their 
dances paper. (At this point 
teacher often suggests that the chil- 
dren may think their crayons 
little skaters who not stay one 
spot the pond, but swing grace- 
fully about all parts, keeping 
time the music.) 

When crayons and papers were all 
ready and the music was played 
again, little hands first swung the

What About Summer Camps?

PEAKING from personal ex- 
perience, could safely say whole- 
heartedly that summer camps for 
both boys and girls are thoroughly 
worthwhile. 

the first place, nearly every 
child can camp really 
wants to, that is, financially speak- 
ing. This statement may seem 
exaggeration until full explanation 
forthcoming. 

There are health camps for the 
underprivileged child. There are 
privately conducted camps for the 
children well-to-do parents, and 
there are the camps conducted 
Camp Fire Groups, Boys’ and Girls’ 
Scout organizations and similar in- 
stitutions which take care the 
average class American children. 

Financially speaking, therefore, 
children can attend camp for 
least one week the summer. Now, 
having placed child camp, what 
does for him physically, social- 
and psychologically? 

Physically, camp the modern 
sense real health clinic. The 
child under careful supervision 
all times. given complete 


physical examination upon entering 
the camp, and all his activities 
are planned meet his own particu- 
lar limitations. The importance 
health rules pertaining proper 
exercise, sufficient sleep and good 


food stressed. Regular habits are 
formed because the necessary 
adherence special schedule. 

Socially, the child finds himself 
one whole unit. 

have been his home. belongs 
belongs special age group. 
belongs the camp itself, and 
feeling part this whole and 
learning work with group, 
learning big life; namely, 
“How get along with others.” 
acquires camp spirit pride. 
finds out the true meaning 
competition with others the same 
group. aware the sig- 
nificance true sportsmanship 
losing winning the various 
sports taught him. 

independent. away from 
the family circle where con- 
sidered great importance. 
must self reliant and make de- 
cisions for himself for perhaps the 
first time his life. Yes! All that 
valuable experience can furnished 
modern, well-governed summer 
camp. 

choosing summer camp which 
meets every requirement, parents 
and teachers should: 

Investigate thoroughly the per- 
sonnel the camp. 


Study the physical aspects 
the camp, which 
location 
proper water supply 
adequate sanitary condi- 
tions, 

sure that all types re- 
ligious teachings are available fit 
the needs the individual. 

Choose camp sufficiently far 
enough from home that the par- 
ent cannot upset the regime 
appearing too frequently.

They can source training 
manipulation, and patience. From 
art standpoint the child uncon- 


sciously gets feeling for balance 
design, and for good composition. 
Most important, course, the 
stimulation for creative ability. 
Almost any topic can used for 
motivation. Most satisfactory re- 


sults have developed from some 
such simple subjects as: Pets, flow- 
ers, birds, holiday motifs, and the 
like. 

First, supply the youngsters with 
soft pencils, and squares white 
drawing paper. squares 
are suggested. this square, 
necessary that accurate, and 
fun see how nice margin one 
can make free-hand. However, 
careful child, teacher with in- 
hibitions, wishes use ruler 
so! margin about one and one- 
fourth inches works out well. 

The teacher inscribes similar 
square, with its margin, the 
board. Then the papers are laid 
aside for brief discussion. Suppose 
the teacher has animal motif 
mind. She asks the class 
enumerate their pets. Each one will 
eager tell about his pet, 
pets, except the poor little “cliff 
dwellers,” those who live apart- 
ment houses, and are not “allowed.”

Explain the class that you want 
tie him in, that cannot get 
out. order this some part 
the composition must touch the 
margin all four sides. Call for 
help tying him in. This can 
done extending legs, ears, tail, 
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adding trees, fences, skylines, etc. 
Now that the creature tied in, 
invite the class help testing 
see parts may cut away, yet 
leave him fastened in. this 
chalking in, the suggested cut-outs. 
Try have the corners little free, 
preserve the frame. ERASE! 

The class will eager try out 
their own cut-outs. Tell them that 
they need not draw carefully 
what they are doing will the 
under side the paper. This re- 
lieves tenseness. State also that you 
will use the first sketch show the 
class how begin cutting. Speed 
also lessens tenseness. 

the meanwhile, get ready some 
squares colored papers for the 
background. should cut 
about one-half inch smaller than 
the white paper. This prevent 
edges from showing when mounted. 
Again, the first persons getting 
their cut-outs ready may have choice 
colors for their backgrounds. 
More speed! 


Put paste the four corners 
the colored papers ONLY. More 
pasting detracts. Put press with 
something weight them down, be- 
fore displaying. 

the class one which afraid 
attempt drawing without spe- 
cific guidance (and there are too 
many these) try the following pro- 
cedure, after the squares have been 
made ready: Have everyone, with- 
out any announcement pet moti- 
vation, get out sheet waste pa- 
per, give out squares news- 
paper. The latter proves interesting, 
because unusual. With full 
arm swing, make horizontal oval 
the square the board. Children 
are likewise the newspaper. 
one end the oval, swing 
smaller oval which overlaps slightly 
the right left. Class does 
the same. Stress arm movement, 
opposed finger movement. Then 
ask the children what the drawing

Primary Children

Here riddle for you guess:— 
“Coat brown and vest red,

You have already studied about the grownup robin; 
today thought you might like talk about the 
baby robin. 

Last spring saw pair robins flying and from 
cherry tree our lawn. They were carrying coarse 
grass, roots, and weed stalks which they used build 
the foundation nest. The mother robin started the 
nest. not hard tell the mother robin from the father 
robin, for the head the mother robin gray, while 
that the father robin almost black. Then her 
breast not red and she not quite large the 
father. Both the robins carried mud their bills for 
the inside the nest. Then saw the mother robin 
get into the nest and turn round and round. She was 
trying make the right shape that she would 
comfortable when she had sit her eggs. Next the 
robins lined the nest with fine dry grasses and feathers, 
that would soft for the baby birds. 

Robins seem rather about the location 
their nest. Very often they build them low, un- 
protected limbs trees. These birds that were 
watching did; and were afraid some harm might 
come the nest. wrapped wire around the trunk 
the tree help keep cats from climbing up. 


How many you have seen robins’ nests? How 
many eggs were them? (Usually three four.) What 
color are they? (Greenish blue.) There were four eggs 
this nest. They were not much more than inch 
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long and three-fourths inch wide. They were blue 
with spots them. The mother bird stayed the 


nest almost all the time keep the eggs warm that 
they would hatch. The father robin carried food the 
nest Sometimes sat the edge the nest 
guarding while the mother flew away look for food. 
One day found four baby robins this nest. They 
were very little and looked almost naked they did not 


have any big feathers. Their only covering was bits 


down. Their eyes were shut just the eyes baby 
kittens. Their mouths were big, but their bills very 
short. Every two three minutes sprang their little 
heads, mostly gaping yellow mouths like Jacks-in-the- 


box. The mother and father birds worked hard carry- 


ing worms their babies. has been found that each 
little bird will eat more than seventy earth worms every 
day. you know how much foot is? all the worms 
that one little bird eats each day were laid end end 
their length would about fourteen feet. Think how 
very hard the parent birds must work feed their hun- 
gry children! 

(Yesterday watched robin hunting for worms. She 
hopped along the ground with her head cocked first 
one side, then the other.) 

The robin has turn her head look the ground 
because her eyes are the sides her head. 

(Oh, that why she turned her head one side 
look for This robin was watching yesterday 
stopped all once. She held her head one side for 
moment and then began digging into the dirt with her 
bill. Next she began pull and pull. She almost fell 
over when worm came out the ground. But, she 
flew with the worm her bill and dropped into the 
open mouth one her squawking babies.) 

How interesting! You will have fun watching the 
baby birds leave the nest when they are old enough. 
The mother robin was telling you about had quite 
time the babies leave the nest. When she 
thought they were old enough and strong enough she 
flew, with worm her bill, the tree where the little 
birds were begging for food; but she did not the 
nest. She stayed where the babies could see her and 
called them. Finally one the birds climbed out 
the nest, went the mother bird and got the worm. 
This little bird looked almost large its mother now 
for its feathers were much fluffier than hers. had 
little black spots its breast. Its bill was quite large 
now, but its tail was still very short. soon had 
eaten the worm went back its nest. The following 
day the mother persuaded her baby venture out 
again and this time must have discovered that its 
wings were strong enough for flying, for flew away. 
The next day the three other birds left the nest. 

Soon after saw old robin teaching the young ones 
hunt for worms. sure, but believed 
that this was robin family” together once more. 
doubt, though, but that the mother robin would 
soon leave the young ones and begin making plans for 
her second family.

(Children stand near large vats which are lined with 
steel and are polished very bright and clean.) 

Mr. Smith: Each these vats contains thousands 
pounds milk. 

Barbara: Here come the farmers bringing fresh clean 
milk. notice that one the workers receives the milk 
while the other worker weighs it. 

Eleanor: weighing they will know just how 
much milk each farmer brings in. 

Rita: notice one worker testing it. 


Mr. Smith: Yes, testing because only milk 
good quality would make good cheese. You will soon 
see what changes the milk into solid yellow cheese. 

Children: See the milk flowing through pipe from the 
tank into which the cans milk have been placed. The 
vat has water jacket around through which 
steam passes heating the milk. The worker watches the 
temperature the milk all the time. 


Mr. Smith: When the milk reaches the right tempera- 
ture put something which called the starter. 
This helps change curd. The starter made 
milk. The starter cheese similar the yeast 
bread, because contains small plants which make 
good flavors they grow. (Explains that the milk must 
stand with the starter until the tiny plants begin 
Next comes important part changing 
the milk into curd. (Shows the children bottle 
clear brown liquid.) This rennet. add about one 
pint 5,000 pounds milk turn the milk into curd. 
stir the milk mix the rennet the milk. After 
stirring while the milk becomes solid and 
like thick custard. Here are two curd knives which 


are really steel frames with fine wires stretched across 
them. One curd knife has wires which run horizontally, 
while the other knife has wires which run vertically. 
These wires are used cut lengthwise and crosswise 
make cubes. Now will turn valve let the steam 
flow through the jacket the vat, because time 
heat the curd. 

Barbara: What does whey taste like? 

Mr. Smith: Try some and see for 

Barbara: tastes just like sweet, warm milk. like it. 

Mr. Smith: When the thermometer reaches 102 de- 
grees turn off the steam valve. Good curd always 
makes good cheese. 

Rita: that the way you test it? 

Mr. Smith: Yes, this old test, but good one. 
touch small balls hot piece iron. This shows 
how the starter working. 

Barbara: Isn’t fun watch the cheese makers cut 
the large curd into small cubes all about the same size? 

Rita: Yes, notice each side the cube about one 
quarter inch long. 

Mr. Smith: Now have set the stirring machine 
motion that the machine will stir the curd gently, 
being careful that the little pieces not break. 

Father: notice that more and more the whey 
separated from the small curd the stirring continues. 

Mr. Smith: Yes, these cubes become smaller the 
whey leaves them, just balloon would grow smaller 
when the air goes out it. Now the curd ready. 
putting strainer the outlet and opening the valve 
the whey runs out the vat. You will see the whey run 
out and then the cubes curd will slowly mat together, 
making layer about ten inches deep the bottom 
the vat. Now turn the cheese every minutes and 
this called cheddaring the cheese. 

Father and Children: sure fun watch the work- 
ers pile the pieces curd top each other. Notice 
they pile them that little whey runs out. 

Rita: See trickle down the middle the vat and 
run out through the valve the end the vat. 

Eleanor: notice the worker turns the blocks curd 
over very carefully that the top ones would 
underneath and the bottom ones top the pile. 

Father: that the third time you cut the curd? 

Mr. Smith: Yes, our language would say 
were milling the curd. 

Eleanor: would like taste now.

Eleanor: tastes like milk, but chewy. needs 
salt.

Sir Walter Raleigh’s “Gold”

YOU remember the golden 
goose that laid the golden eggs? 
doubt when you were small you read 
about that marvelous creature and 
wondered her inexhaustible sup- 
ply golden eggs. Now, you know, 
course, that only fairy 
story and that such goose ever 
lived. But did you know that 
nature has created marvel with 
equally inexhaustible supply 
though not golden eggs which 
you could see with your own eyes 
and touch with your own fingers and 
smell with your own nose you 
were visit Trinidad? 

Suppose you get out your geogra- 
phy your atlas and Jook Trini- 
dad the map. island lo- 
cated six miles east the Ven- 
ezuela coast just off the Orinoco 
River and, except for Jamaica, 
the largest the British West 
Indies. The apparently inexhausti- 
ble wonder which nature gave the 
island the famous Trinidad As- 
phalt Lake, generally known 
“Pitch Lake.” 

Maybe you are wondering what 
use whole lake asphalt could 
possibly be. Sure enough, you 
couldn’t swimming boating 
fishing this You may 
sure, too, that when Sir Walter 
Raleigh that self-same cavalier 
who said have laid down his 
for Queen Elizabeth set 
forth 1595 voyage explora- 


tion Guiana, had idea that 
was going discover tremen- 
dous supply substance which 
would used making the road- 
ways the world for generations 
come. Raleigh had heard 
possessed untold riches. This 
fabulously wealthy spot, known also 
Manoa, was thought lo- 
cated somewhere South America. 
Manoa was really the objective 
point Raleigh’s trip, for all 
probability expected discover 
gold mines there. explored the 
Orinoco River for more than four 
hundred miles and with his little 
fleet five vessels, captured the 
town San Josef, Trinidad. How- 
ever, you know, did not find 
Manoa nor any sort Dorado; 
empty-handed, despite the suffering 
and privations endured. But his 
voyage was certainly 
one, not only for England, but for 
the whole world. resulted 
book, Discoverie Guiana,” 
one the most interesting the 
Elizabethan accounts adventure. 
Even more important, was 
this voyage that Raleigh discovered 
Pitch Lake, the largest 
known deposit relatively pure 
asphalt the world. fact, 
said have used some its bub- 
bling contents fill the leaking 
seams his vessels. 


course, asphalt was known 
long before the time Sir Walter 
Raleigh, has been employed for 
making pavement since the days 
the Babylonians, who used 
roadways for their chariots. (The 
Trinidad type too hard and brittle 
used alone for paving material, 
but when put through refining 
process and combined with other 
substances, makes durable road 
surface.) Asphalt valuable 
many other ways, too. widely 
used roofing, waterproofing, and 
insulating material; paints; the 
plastic arts; and fuel, when 
combined with coal dust. 

Now, look map more 
closely and you will notice that the 
lake near the western border 
the island Trinidad. about 
mile from the shore the Gulf 
Paria the very topmost part 
one hundred thirty feet above the 
ocean. Scientists believe that this 
vast deposit was formed from seep- 
ages petroleum, which, when 
mixed with earthy material and 
cooled through innumerable ages, 
became asphalt. 

Perhaps you have read about the 
Inferno, vividly described the 
Divine Comedy. so, you will recall 
that Dante pictured huge 
conical pit, formed gradually con- 
tracting circles, which reaches the 
very center the earth. Great, 
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gloomy, mysterious Pitch Lake 
might almost that lake. Borings 
suggest that the bottom saucer- 
shaped and deeper the center than 
around the edges; fact which leads 
scientists believe that the lake 
cast upon the crater extinct 
mud volcano. circular form, 
mile across and three miles around, 
and has area about one hun- 
dred fourteen acres. The surface, 
which shows brownish crust 
somewhat earthy appearance, 
relatively level, although the as- 
phalt bulges low masses sep- 
arated narrow channels which 
the rain forms small pools. Near 
the center the lake the pitch 
always liquid and can seen bub- 
bling up. hot, sunshiny days 
the lightest footfall makes im- 
pression, and the pitch gives off 
strong odor. The amazing thing 
about the lake the feature which 
prompts comparison the golden 
goose that matter what huge 
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quantities are removed, the re- 
maining hole fills all itself 
that there appears just 
much before. Although men have 
been removing thousands tons 
the hardened crust for many years, 
the lake has lowered only few feet. 
This because mysteriously 
renewed soft pitch from under- 
ground springs. estimated that 
the constant flow pitch into 
amounts about twenty thousand 
tons per year. Judging from exca- 
vations and apparent depth, 
thought contain about six mil- 
lion tons material, that 
should continue prove source 
blessing man for many gen- 
erations come. Although the 
lake plastic, the surface 
sufficiently hard bear the weight 
persons, animals, and carts, pro- 
vided that they not remain sta- 
tionary. 

supposed that some time 
the past asphalt overflowed the 


crater the volcano which forms 
the lake, for the fertile soil the sur- 
rounding land contains great deal 
the substance. Large deposits 
this “land pitch,” called, 
now extend all the way from the 
borders the lake the sea. 
fact, the road the nearby port 
the lake itself. built over 
bed asphalt and ‘constantly 
moving slowly towards the sea like 
glacier. 

Although the asphalt Pitch 
Lake called relatively pure, 
sample the crude contains slightly 
less than forty per cent asphalt 
bitumen, the rest being gas, water, 
light oils and organic and mineral 
matter. The asphalt easily 
only tool needed. The hard crust 
readily broken into large lumps, 
which are loaded into cars operated 
over narrow gauge railroad laid 
the surface the lake itself.
